SURVIVES REBEL 


EXECUTIONERS 


lASSOCiATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Mexico City, Dec. 4.—Col. Exiquio 


Barbosa, a federal officer, 
who was 


left for dead with a ballet through his 
chest, after facing a firing squad Of 
rebels at Torreon, arrived in the cap- 
ital today. He related that he was 
captured by General Francisco Villa 
when the federal troops commanded 
by General Felipe Alvirez were wiped 
out just before the 
etacuation of 
Torreon. 


Colonel Barbosa is the only one to 


escape death of the 19 officers cap- 
tured by General Villa on that occa- 
sion. 
He says that he with all the 


rest was shot down. Later, however, 
he recotered consciousness and while 
his executioners 
were 
feasting 
he 


crawled away from the spot and man- 
aged to get to a ranch in the vicinity 
where he was given help. Some time 
later he got away 
and reached a 


mining camp where a doctor dressed 
his wounds. When he was able to 
walk he made his way to Zacatecas 
and Mexico City.

OPPONENTS 


OF SUFFRAGE 


ARE BUSY 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Washington, Dec. 4.—Opponents of 


woman suffrage appeared before the 
House rules committee today to ar- 
gue why a committee on woman suf- 
frage should not be Created by the 
House. 
The delegation was headed 


by Mrs. A. M. Dodge of New York 
who yesterday was re-elected presi- 
dent of the National Association Op- 
posed to Woman Suffrage. 


The delegation marcued to the 


House office building in a body. 
In 


that, respect they followed the plan 
of the 
National American Woman 


Suffrage Association which yesterday 
sent a delegation of nearly 1,000 wo- 
men to present, the suffragist side of 
the argument to the rules committee. 


Speakers for the 
opponents de- 


clared working wotnen were opposed 
to the franchise because they would 
lose more than they would gain. This 
was in answer to the statement of the 
suffragists that working women need- 
ed the franchise and was strongly in 
favor of it- 


Ft was contended that the suffrage 


movement was sporadic in its nature 
and that the ballot was not wanted 
by as many women as the suffragists 
declare. It was denied that the suf- 
fragist movement had grown to such 
proportions as to demand a house 
committee.

Massillcu state hospital are goir.-r 
to school, studying arithmetic, read- 
ing, geography, music, etc., the same 
as pupils in other schools. 
This 


school, started by Dr. H. C. Eyman. 
is the firs: effort of that sort in treat- 
ment and care of the insane. It is 
being watched with.much interest in 
other states. 


"The geueral purpose is to stimu- 


late mental effort, to call back the 
inmate-pupils as nearly to normal as 
possible, to occupy their attention 
during the day, to combat the tend- 
ency to moody reflection, to stay the 
progress of mental disorder and give 
nature a chance 
to

the 


damages. 


"It has succeeded beyond the ex- 


pectations of those instrumental in 
founding it. It is credited with con- 
tributing, substantial results in some 
notable cases. The problem of what 
to do with the inmates of the ho<- 
hospitals is the big one constantly 
before the eyes of the managers. Of

moat probable one is that Barbara's 
executioner, her own father, was im- 
mediately stricken by a bolt of light- 
ning, which was accompanied by a 
tremendous 
clap of thunder. The 


cannoneers likened the thunder which 
accompanied the infliction of 
veng- 


eance upon Barbara's slayer to the 
thunder peal of battle, and so Barbara 
was chosen as their patroness. 
The 


"artillery holiday" is moat widely ob- 
served in France, but it has been 
shorn of its religious significance since 
the establishment of the republic.
